ASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(Exclu-

tion of the anti-pass law and a 
diminution of that enthusiasm which 
characterized the induction into office 
of President Roosevelt four years ago, 
the inauguration of William H. Taft 
and James 8. Sherman, March 4, 
promises to be one of the most mem- 
orable of these quadrennial events 
While the great pageant on the aft 
ernoon of Inauguration Day wil not 
be as strong numerically as that 
which passed in review before ‘Presi- 


dent Cleveland—which is the biggest 


in history—it will, in addition to be- 
ing second in size, have many dis- 
tinctive and unique features. There 
will be 8000 men in the civic division, 
and at least as many in the military 
section of the parade. There will be 
regular troops and militia, cadets from 
West Point and Annapolis, and, per- 
haps, most interesting of all; several 
regiments of —— veterans, at- 
tired in their war-worn suits of gray, 
and carrying the shot-riddled flags of 
their various regiments.

Red Cross had a membership of bare- 
ly „ and was so inadequate to man- 
age the wounded of a small war that 
this country had to receive help from 
the international organization. 

In 1906 the association was reorgan- 
ized, and as some one has put it, the 
Red Cross in America its “a changed 
cross." The membership has recently 
been doubled, but ic is still a long 
way from the million mark. Japan 
has nearly one and one-haif million 
members. and each member pays 
three yen a year, which is equivalent 
to $1.50. 

Small as it stil is, however, in its 
emergency relief the American Red 
Crosse is working on the lines of the 
best European example. Great Britain 
fs holding herself stiffly aloof from all 
but war relief. But France. Italy, 
Germany, Japan, Russia and a num- 
ber of lesser countries utilize the vast 
organization and resources of the Red 
Cross for the less terrible disasters of 
peace. Millions of American money 
has gone through our own organiza- 
tion to foreign Red Cross societies to 
aid the sufferers from the Japanese

PHOENIX (Aris) Feb. 13.—While 
the city of Phoenix is fully equipped 
with water mains of the best design, 
its pumping service is inadequate to 
supply the maximum demands for ir- 
rigation during the summertime and 
js considered not quite enough in case 
of any general fire. So the City Coun- 
cll has been considering an increase 
of the pumplog capacity by about 
4,000,000 gallons a day, and has just 
received bids for the necessary ma- 
chinery. 

With these bids, however, haz come 
a proposal from the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company to supply all the 
water needed by the city, or as much 
as the city may desire in addition to 
the present supply, the company to be 
given a ten-year contract at the rate 
of 2% cents per 1000 galions. The city’s 
pumping plant is in the northeastern 
part of the city, the highest ground 
within the municipality, with several 
wells about 200 feet in depth. The elec- 
tric company’s plant is in the south- 
western part of the city, at somewhat 
lower altitude. For three years past 
it has been pumping from a well 195 
fect deep, which supplies 1500 gallons 
a minute of water, pronounced pure 
by analysis at the University of Ari- 
gona. If the contract be accepted, it 
would become necessary to erect a new 
standpipe in the vicinity of the com- 
pany’s plant, but it is probable an ad- 
ditional standpipe would needed by 
the city in any event. 

The offer will be considered in con- 
junction with the supply of electrical 
power soon to be available in this city 
from the Reclamation Service at 
Roosevelt. The Pacific Gas and Ejec- 
tric Company has been given the ex- 
clusive right to retail this power with- 
in the city of Phoenix on a ten-year | 
contract calling for 1% cents per kilo- 
walt hour, but the city would be per- 
mitted to be a purchaser also if it took 
100 kilowatts or more, and presumably 
at no greater price.

CHEAP TELEPHONES. 

Dr. John W. Foss, president of the 
Phoenix Board of Trade; D. B. Heard, 
vice-president .of the same organiza- 
tion, and K. 8.

APT. OSCAR OBERG, master 
mariner and preacher of the gos- 
pel, has sailed forever into a har- 
bor where storms never come—he is 
dead at his home in Long Beach.

CANNOT PRACTICE. 
ATTORNEY DANFORD DISPARRED. 
Judge Hutton yesterday handed down 
his opinion on the charge against Wil- 
liam J. Danford, attorne), of unprofes- 
sional condu@t, brought by the Los 
Angeles Bar Association. The attor- 
ney is disbarred from practicing in the 
courts of the State. 

The accused said last night that he 
would at once appeal the case to the 
Appellate Court. and in order that 
early action may be taken, Attorneys 
John North and Henry J. Stevens, who 
represented the complainants in the 
action, will at once prepare the find- 
ings in order that an appeal may be 
perfected. 

In his opinion, after qioting the stat- 
utes of California on the question of 
the authority of the court to strike 
name of an attorney from the roll for 
official misconduct, the court says the 
accuser in this case (Mrs. C. A. Smith,) 
is an old woman, apparently infirm in 
both body and mind, but, in spite of 
her testimony, is the bold, grim fact 
that the accused received from her 
$3130, for which no adequate service 
was ever rendered or contemplated, 
and: which sum is so Angew dispropor- 
tionate to any possible contemplated 
service as to render his conduct inex- 
cusable and indicating professional 
moral depravity. 

“The accused says that the nature of 
his employment was twofold: To de- 
fend the acc against the charge of 
sending obscene matter through the 
United States mall, then pending in the 
United States District Court for the 
Southern District of California, but as 
he was not then, and is not now, and 
never has been entitled to practice in 
that court, he tould not have earned 
any part of that sum. But if he had 
been entitled to practice there, then he 
does not pretend that he could have 
rendered servic on account of that case 
that would be proportionate to the 
amount collected. He bases his second 
claim for the ‘major portion’ of this 
$3130 upon the following facta.” 

Then is rehearsed t statements 
made in court by Danford in relation to 
the part he was to play In shutting the 
mouths of certain persons who threat- 
ened to prosecute Mrs. Smith for an 
alleged criminal operation upon an un- 
married woman. 

In summing up the case, Judge Hut- 
ton Says:

fit the accused to continue to practice 
as an attorney. . 

“It is, therefore, ordered that the 
name of the said attorney, William J. 
Danford, be stricken from the roll of 
attorneys and counselors of the courts 
of thie State and that he be preciuded 
from practicing as such attorney and 
counselor in any of the courts thereof.” 

Mr. Danford last evening, comment- 
ing on the decision by Judge Hutton, 
dictated the following criticism: 

“The evidence adductd in testimony 
does not support the opinion of Judge 
Hutton and the judgment is against 
all of the evidence, even the record.”

99 LAW” GETS JOLT. 

A Mississippi millionaire planter named 
Smith, evidently suffering from the too common 
desire to achieve notoriety by murder, has been 
sentenced to prison for life. This fellow first ad- 
vanced the plea of the so-called “unwritten law” in 
defense of his crime; but his daughter, whose honor 
he proposed to “defend” by the process of putting her 
on a public witness stand to tell her shame to the 
world, did not come up to his expectations, and de- 
nied the charge, so he tried Thaw’s other plea, the 
insanity dodge. Twelve hard-headed farmers soon 
disposed of his case, and declined to take stock in 
“brain storms” and other things that the experts 
| talked learnedly about. 

Granting, for argument’s sake, that Smith's vie- 
tim had been guilty of the charge, what must be 
thought of a father who “defends his daughter's 
honor” by forcing her to tell her shame to the 
world, that causes her name ta be spread abroad as 
that of a debauched woman, so that her hope in life 
would ‘be blasted forever? That was what Harry 
Thaw did for the woman he had made his wife. 
Thereby he forfeited whatever possible claim he 
may have had on public sympathy. 

It would be well for fathers who have such an 
experience as Smith first said he had, to examine 
their consciences a little. If they had done their 
duty in caring for the daughter, if they had watched 
over her as they should have done, would she have 
been ruined? It is safe to say that the parent, in 
most cases, has much to answer for. But granting 
that a father’s conscience is clear on this score, he 
has no right to take the law into his own hands. 
Then, too, granting, for argument’s sake, that there 
is sympathy due a man who kills his daughter's 
betrayer and then protects her from the scorn of the 
world by sacrificing his own life, if need be, what 
must any real man, whose brain is not diseased, 
think of a fellow who dares ask for justification 
for a deliberate murder on the plea of “protecting 
a woman's honor,” when he drags her name through 
the mire of the courts and destroys whatever 
chance she may have had to rehabilitate herself? 

Many of us will say that if he deserved acquittal 
of the murder charge, hanging is too good for him 
for his treatment of the woman. The truth is that 
usually it is simply homicidal mania, jealousy or 
some other equally contemptible motive that ani- 
mates a murderer whe pleads “unwritten law.”

O THINGS TO BE RESPECTED. 

A few days ago a wagon drawn by four 
horses was upset in crossing a ford over the Santa 
Ana River, three horses being drowned, a baby 
asleep in the wagon losing its life.

We are so accustomed to see our river beds little 
more than rivulets, meandering lazily toward the 
sea, and we are so little accustomed 
in any form, that we lose our sense of danger.

In parts of the coun- 
try the fording of streams in freshet is not at- 
tempted, because, running down steep declivities 
and on rocky bottom, they proclaim the peril aloud, 
and the depth of the water is easily measured with 
the . In their lower reaches our streams do not 
vn and are very deceptive in appearance. Not, 
if one knows the banks, can he guess how deep the 
water may be. In flood they cut the channel out 
Moreover, they 
are not running on bedrock, but through sand 
which is often bottomless. 
ford in safety, and another, a few yards farther , 
up or down stream, may fall in and be lost. Ora 
ford may be safe at one hour and impassable a few 
hours later, even although the bed of the stream 
does not appear any fuller. Let California streams 
alone when running full of flood water. 

As to the ice-capped mountain tops, they present 
no field for reckless adventure.

It is a known fact that housekeepers 
open cans and leave part of the food in the tin for 
This should not be done.

DAMAGE iS SLIGHT. 


Careful inspection of Big Dalton Dam 
Shows Only One-Third Was 
Washed Awey. 


GLENDORA, Feb. 15.—A careful in- 
apection of the dam in the Big Dalton 
Cafion discloses the fact that not more 
than one-third went out during the 
recent rain, this occurring at the 
overflow. The dam gave way so grad- 
ually, owing to the substantial char- 
acter of the construction work, that 
no perceptible difference was notice- 
able longer than a few minutes after 
the flood waters debouched from the 
cafion, as the water quickly spread 
out over the ancient wash, now cov- 
ered with sage brueh and cactus, for 
a mile down, and also to the fact that 
the volume of water held by this com- 


exceed 3,000,000 gallons. 

The water of the Dalton wash re- 
turned to the usual channel with the 
cessation of the downpour, without 
cutting a new channel and with but 
little damage to ranch property in 
this valley. 

It is true culverts were damaged 
and the bridge spanning this wash on 
Michigan avenue went down, but that 
was due to the strong current under- 
mining the north abutment. 

There has been no feeling engen- 
dered, nor even a complaint made, on 
account of this dam giving way. The 
county has not bullt a dam in the 
Dalton wash to control the waters, 

The trouble, if any, is over the San 
José hills, south slong the San Dimas 
wash, west from the Santa Fé Ra- 
road track through the valley south, 
involving the ranches of Mesers. Crof- 
fords, Hempstead, Curtis, Lawrence 
and others.

Redondo Taxpayers Carry Election for 
Annexation of Ocean Territory 
West of the City. 
REDONDO, Feb. 15.--An_ election 
was held here today for the annexa- 
tion of ocean territory lying west of 
the city. The proposition was carried 
by 256 votés to 26. No opposition was 


develoged during the veral months of 


preliminary work, and none was ex- 
pected. Friends of the measure re- 


ceived information yesterday, how- 


ever, that representatives of the fish 
canneries et San Pedro. were doing 
quiet work among the local fishermen, 
and steps were at once taken to nul- 
lify these efforts. 

I.. J. Woolley. a leading deep-sea 
fisherman, interested extensively in 
the business, stated today that he and 
his friends were not taking gny 
active part in the matter either wey. 
He said that the fishermen proposed 
to follow the policy of hands off, and 
that they would peither vote for nor 
against annexation. Nevertheless some 
fishermen did vote, whether for or 
against they would not say. 

THE REASON WHY. 
Redondo is recognized as one of the 
best fishing places on the coast. The 
extremely favorable conditions here 
are due, it is said, to the immense 
schools of sardines and other small 
fry that frequent the waters about 
the three wharves. This last-named 
fact also attracts the cannery boats, 
which take thousands of tons of the 
small fish every year, the fishermen 
setting their nets often within a few 
hundred feet of the shore and the 
piers. Fishing experts assert that 
this practice is rapidly driving the sar- 
dines away, and that with the sar- 
dines will doubtless go the schools of 
game fish which they attract, thus 
ruining Redondo as a fishing resort. 
Whether this is true or not, it is the 
main reason for the successful effort 
to annex the waters of the barbor so 
as to bring them within the control of 
the municipal authorities and so guar- 
antee the necessary protection from 
the net men.
